The Superintending School Committee respectfully submit the following Re- 


port :— b 
DISTRICT No. 1. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Emilie E. Adams. This school appeared 
well, the scholars were studious and attentive, and with the assistance of their 
excellent teacher made good improvement. Length of school 8 weeks. Whole 
number of scholars, 31. Average attendance, 20. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. George S. Morgan, Jr. This was an excellent 
school. The teacher was prompt and energetic, and not only able but willing 
to give the scholars all necessary assistance in their studies. Length of school, 
9 weeks. Number of scholars, 43. Average attendance, 32. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Both Terms taught by Miss Matilda B. Pillsbury, who gave good satisfaction. 
Whole length of school, 19 weeks. Whole number of scholars, 24. Average 
attendance, 17. 


DISTRICT No. 38. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Julia A. Lane, who is an experienced and 
successful teacher, and succeeded in interesting the scholars in their studies so 
that the school was interesting and profitable. Length of school, 10 weeks. 
Number of scholars, 15. Average attendance, 11.

Length of 
school, 12 weeks. Number of scholars,17. Average attendance, 14.

This was a very good 
school, the scholars made good improvement. Length of school, 9 weeks. 
Number of scholars, 15. Average attendance, 14. 

The 
school was very quiet and orderly. Length of school, 9 weeks. Number of 
scholars, 20. Average attendance, 18. 
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DISTRICT No. 8. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Mary A. Stuart. This was a very good 
school. Miss Stuart is an active and energetic teacher. Length of school, 8 
weeks. Number of scholars, 22. Average attendance, 20. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. Richard W. Stuart, who had very good success. 
A class commencing Grammar did remarkably well. Length of school, 9 
weeks. Number of scholars, 22. Average attendance, 17. 


DISTRICT No. 9. 


No Summer Term. Winter Term taught by Mr. Stevens. This school is 
now in successful operation, and bids fair to rank with our best schools. 


DISTRICT No. 10. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Lillias Gross. This was the stillest school I 
have ever seen in this District. Progress good. Length of school, 8 weeks. 
Number of scholars, 32. Average attendance 26. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. David M. Atwell. I was not notified of the 
close of the school, therefore cannot report progred#3. Length of school 7 weeks. 


DISTRICT No. 11. 


Fall Term taught by Miss Chloe A. Pillsbury, who gave good satisfaction. 
Length of school, 8 weeks. Number of scholars, 10. Average attendance, 8. 


DISTRICT No. 12. 


Winter Term taught by Miss Ann E. Sargent, who left voluntarily. The 
school is now in successful operation under the care of Miss Amanda M. Quimby. 


DISTRICT No. 13. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Emma Haseltine. This was her first school 
aud she succeeded well. A decided improvement was noticed in the different 
classes. Length of school, 10 weeks. Number of scholars, 25. Average at- 
tendance, 20. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. Foster D. Edwards, who is getting along very 
well. The school has four or five weeks longer to keep. 


DISTRICT No. 14. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Miriam D. Blood. This was a short school of 
about five weeks, with a vacation of four or five weeks, on account of sickness 
of the, teacher, therefore the school was not as profitable as it might otherwise 
have been. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. Frank Flanders. This school made pretty good 
progress, though it was not quite so orderly as it should have been. 

Our schools the past year, with the exception of two or three, have been very 
successful. And in order to have good schools, we need active, living teachers, 
good school houses, scholars well supplied with books, and parents ready and 
willing to sustain the teacher in the work. There has been some improvement 
in school houses worthy of notice. District No. 9 has anew and commodious 
school house, and in No. 13 the house has been repaired and fitted up in good 
shape. There are two or three more which need repairing and then our school 


houses would be very good, and then I recommend that each be furnished with .
